The new Seal will be the property of 
the Irish Free State, and will be struck, 
kept and controlled in the Irish Free 
State. 

A Signet Seal will also be struck, and 
will be affixed by the Minister for Ex- 
ternal Affairs on all documents relating 
to the Irish Free State issued by His 
Majesty om the advice of the Government 
of the Irish Free State other than those 
on which the Great Seal of the Realm 
has heretofore been used.

He said: ‘‘One of the 
first results of Mr. Lang’s deplorable 
action must be that all possible chance of 
relieving unemployment, or even of saving 
the unemployed from starvation, will be 
destroyed... It appears certain that the 
Government will be unable to meet the 
cost of the ordinary services for more than 
a few weeks longer. 

It is understood that Mr. Scullin, 
during his present visit to Sydney, is 
interviewing Mr. Lang with regard to 
the proposed default. A special Federal

LABOUR LEADER’S APPEAL. 


The challenge implicit in Mr. Lang’s 
decision to default in payment of interest 
due in London has been swiftly taken up 
by Mr. Lyons, the Right Wing Labour 
leader and-former Acting Treasurer, who, 
to-night, made his first overt move for the 
consolidation of his followers and the 
combined country party and Nationalist 
opposition with the issue of an appeal 
for “one great Commonwealth move- 
ment,’’ untrammelled by party connec- 
tions.

IMOTHY HEALY was one of the 


most interesting men of our time. 
He and I were thrown together as young 
barristers for a dozen years and in Parlia- 
ment for eight years. He practised 
before me in the Law Courts during the 
whole of my period of service as a judge. 
We had many interests ir common in 
Irish literature, history and archeology. 
We were colleagues as Benchers of King’s 
Inn in Dublin and of Gray’s Inn in 
London. Towards the end of our lives we | 
became united in an intimate friendship 
and in the common desire that the recent 
settlement of the Irish question by an 
international treaty might be crowned with | 
complete success. 

It would ill }ecome me to discuss his 
political career because, until the recent 
settlement brought us together, we were 
on opposite sides. But politics never 
seriously interfered with his friendship or 
with mine, and I am very glad to be 
allowed the opportunity of giving ex- 
pression to my appreciation of his many 
great and admirable qualities. He was 
singularly frank and unbiassed in his 
judgment of public men, and I shall 
attempt in the present article to throw 
some sidelights upon his attitude of mind 
towards some of his prominent contem- 
poraries. 


JOSEPH BIGGAR. 


JT know from his own lips that the man | 
who influenced him most in his parlia- 
mentary career was Joseph Biggar, whose 
pupil he became in the art of “ parlia- 
mentary obstruction.” Healy, having 
learned the principles of this fine art 
from the lips and from the example of 
his teacher, carried its practice to a per- 
fection that never has been, and probably 
never will be, surpassed. 

Biggar framed a set of rules which 
became the ten commandments of the | 
obstructive creed. One of these was: 
“Never speak except in Government 
time.” Another was ' Never resign any- 
thing; get expelled.’’ The rest were of 
the same direct and peremptory kind. 


Healy, having learned these rules by 
heart, proceeded to enlarge and amplify 
them, and to put them into execution with 
even more assiduity and success than their 
original inventor. 

When Biggar died Healy was deeply 
touched. He wrote to his brother that it 
was the greatest blow he had vet received. 


Some years afterwards he was a guest 
at the house of an eminent Irish surgeon, 
Sir Arthur Chance. The conversation 
turned upon the character and career of 
Biggar. I was told by an ere-witness that 
Healy remained silent until the host 
turned to him and said: “ When did he 
die, Mr. Healy?’ Then Tim astonished 
the company by spring to his feet and 
exclaiming: ‘‘ Joe Biggar is not dead. 
That man can never die. His memory 


ever.’ 


THE REDMONDS. 


Tim Healy, when I entered Parliament, 
was a ‘‘free lance.’’ In the game of 
politics he was playing a “ lone hand.’’ 
The independent line which he took in the 
House of Commons necessarily brought 
him into collision with the rest of the 
Irish Party, and particularly with 
old friend. and _ fellow-circuiter, John 
Redmond. 
relentless antagonisé on the field of battle, 
he did not treasure ill-will. In 


political quarrels he said harsh and bitter 
things; but he bore no malice. He has 
done justice in his memoirs to John 
Redmond’s imperturbable good temper and 
dignity of character and to the high 


he maintained. 
Redmond, who insisted upon Javing down 


entertained a sincere regard, and more 
than once expressed the warmest admira- 
tion.

MORLEY. LLOYD GEORGE 
AND ROSEBERY. 


When Gladstone disappeared from the 
political stage Healy was profoundly dis- 
satisfied with his successors, among whom 
the most prominent were John Morley. 
Lloyd George and Lord Rosebery, and 
their attitude towards Ireland seemed, to 
Healy, to compare with those of the Grand 
Old Man “as water compared with 
wine.” For John Morley he entertained 
a personal regard and respect, but he con- 
sidered that he was lacking in the forti- 
tude which was requisite for great pur- 
poses. Once he referred to him as the - 
“grand old maid,” and remarked, that 
‘his stamina was. measurable by his 
resignation, when war was declared in 
1914.”’ 

Lloyd George’s fire and combativeness 
appealed to Healy, who regarded him as 
“ a broth of a bov.” He also appreciated 
his good humour. Many a skirmish was 
fought between them, and at the end 
Healy observed: “After none of my 
tourneys could I discern rancour below 
skin-depth in that buoyant Celt.” Lord 
Rosebery’s speeches on the Irish question 
disappointed Healy, who once said of him: 
“ The noble lord is the kind of man with 
whom I should be willing to go tigers 
hunting in the Zoo, but not in the jungle. 


JOSEPH CHAMBERLAIN. 


Tim Healy enjoyed hunting big game, 
and took particular pleasure in stalking 
Joseph Chamberlain, whom he. used to 
taunt with being a “ turn-coat,’’ because 
of his attitude to the cause of Home Rule.
